Last month, according to w- 
day’s Government Gazeate 67 
Japenese ships cleared  Hong- 
kong, with a total tonnage ol 
226,400. 

From 1048 to 1052, Norwegian 
shipping wus second to Britain, 
using Hongkong. In that 
period, the highest number of 
British ships to enter the 
Colony was 353, In June 1950. 
['nis ngure dipped as low as 198 
ships in Many, 1956. 

FREIGHTER
